BLAME FOR DISASTER 


Holds Captain Lord Responsible for Loss 


of Life on Titanic 


(Continued from Page 1.) 


all nations act together In shipping 
reforms. 
"New laws," he said, "will 


befit testify our 
affection 
for 
the 
dead." 


Captain Rostron of the rescue ship 


Carpd.th.Ia was praised by Senator 
Smith ana he urged that Congress rec- 
ognize his valor. 


At the outset Senator Smith de- 


fended the course of his committee 
in holding British subjects to securo 
their testimony -without delay, 
and 


briefly answered criticism of his lacck 
of nautical knowledge. 


"Our course was simple and plain 
—to gather the facts relating to this 
disaster while they were still vivid 
realities," he said. "Questions of di- 
verse citizenship gave way to the uni- 
versal desire for the simple truth 
It 


was of paramount Importance that 
we should act Quickly to avoid jurls- 
dlctional confusisn and organized op- 
position at home or abroad. 
We, of 


course, recognized that the ship was 
under a. foreign flag; but the lives of 
many of our own countrymen hart 
been sacrificed and the safety of many 
had been put in grave peril, and it 
was vital that 
the 
entire 
matter 
should be reviewed before an Ameri- 
can tribunal If legislative action was to 
be taken for future guidance. 
"Without any pretension to experi- 


ence or special knowledge of nauti- 
cal affairs, nevertheless I am of the 
opinion that very few Important facts 
which were susceptible of being known 
escaped our scrutiny Energy Is often 
more desirable than learning, and the 
Inquisition serves a useful purpose to 
the state. 


COST NOT LIMITED. 


"In the construction of the Titanic," 


continued the senator, "no limit of 
cost circumscribed their endeavor and 
when this vessel took its place at the 
head of the line every modern im- 
provement In shipbuilding was sup- 
posed to have been realized; so confi- 
dent were they that both owner and 
builder were eager to go upon the 
trial, trip: 
"When the crisis came a state of 
absolute, 
unpreparedness 
stupefied 


tioth. passengers and crew and. In 
their despair, the ship went down, 
carrying as needless a sacrifice of 
n.oble women and brave men as ever 
clustered about the Judgment Seat in 
aiiy^Eing-le moment of passing time 
"We shall leave to the honest judg- 
'ment of England its painstaking chas- 
tisement of tho 
British 
Board 
of 
Trade, to whose laxity of regulation 
and hasty Inspection the world 
Is 
largely indebted for this awful fatal- 
ity. 
Of contributing causes 
there 
were vefy many. In the face of warn- 
ing signals, speed was Increased and 
messages of danger seemed to stimu- 
late her to action ratlier than to per- 
sjuade her to fear. 
'(The Titanic rushed onward on her 
true course—one recognized as appro- 
priate and agreed upon by mariners 
as the international highway for west- 
bound vessels, yet dangerous at this 
season of the year, when the Labra- 
dor current may 
be bearing vast 
masses of Ice across the track of 
ships—scores of these towering gla- 
'clers planted-themselves In the very 
pathway 'of -this ship and were 
so 
large and so numerous that, in vthe 
absence ot tog. they should have been 
easily discernible by the lookout. If, 
as he says in his testimony, he had 
been supplied with glasses. 
' "Captain Smith knew the sea and 
his clear eye and steady hand had 
often guided his ship through dan- 
gerous paths; for 40 years storms 
sought In vain to vex him or menace 
his craft 
His.Indifference to danger1 


was one ot the direct and contribut- 
ing causes of this unnecessary trag- 
edy, 
while" his own wllllrigness to die 


was the expiating evidence of his fit- 
ness to live, those of us who knew 
him well—not In anger, but In sor- 
row—file one specific charge against 
him, 
overconfldcnco and neglect to 


heed the oft-repeated warnings 
of 


his friends; but, in his horrible dis- 
may, when hlB brain \vas afire -nlth 
honest retribution, wo ban still see, In 
his manly bearing and his tender so- 
licitude for the safety of women and 
little children, some traces of his lofty 
spirit. 


ISTDEFFEnENCE IS MYSTERY. 
"Tho mystery of his indifference to 
danger, when other and less preten- 
tious vessels doubled their lookout or 
•topped their engines, finds no reason- 
able hypothesis in conjecture or spec- 
ulation; science In shipbuilding was 
supposed to huvo attained perfection 
and to have spoken her last word; 
mastery of the ocean had at last been 
achieved but overconfldence seems to 
have dulled 
faculties 
usually alert 


With the atmosphere literally charged 
with warning signals 
and 
wlrejess 
messages recording their last appeal, 
the stokers In the engine room fed 
their fires with fresh fort, registering 
In that dangerous place her fastest 
speed. 
''Nature gave a warning of ap- 
proaching 
peril so significant 
that 
passengers In stateroom and steerage 
shut out the chill and spoke to one 
another of the sudden cold.

off the Grand Banks know the Im- 
portance of tho thermometer, which 
Is almost fls necessary to their safety 
ne Is the compass. Even the quarter- 
ntaster, Hlchens, who regularly took 
the temperature of the water from tho

"Distracted by the sudden appear- 
ance of danger," said the speaker, 
"he sharply turned aiide the prow, 
the part best prepared to resist col- 
lision, exposing the temple to the 
blow, at tha.turn of the bilge the 
steel encasement yielded to a glanc- 
ing blow so slifrht that the Impact was 
not fek in numy parts of tho ship, 
although repiesenting an energy of 
more than u million foot tons, said to 
be tho equivalent of the combined 
broadsides of 20 of the largest guns 
in our battleship fleet fired at 
the 
same moment, with a. blow so,deadly 
many of the passengers and crew did 
n'ot 
know of the collision until tard- 


ily advised of the danger bv anxious 
friends, and even then official state- 
ments were clothed In such confident 
assurances of s>d.fel> as to arouse no 
fear. 


IMPACT SOUNDED DOOM. 


Senator Smith said that the awful 


force of the impact must ha^e indi- 
cated to master and builder that the 
ship was doomed. 
He commented 


causticallj upon the failure of the 
ship's officers 
Immediately to give 
general alarm or to establish some 
orderly routine 
Concerning the con- 


duct of the ship's officers he said- 
"Haphazard, they rushed by one 


another, on staircase and In hallway, 
while men of self-control 
gathered 


here and there about the decks, help- 
lesslj staring at one another or giv- 
ing encouragement 
to 
those 
legs 
courageous than themselves. 
Life- 
belts were finally adjusted to all and 
the lifeboats were cleared away, and 
although strangely 
insufficient 
in 
number, were partially loaded and in 
all Instances unpro%rided with com- 
passes and only three of them had 
lamps. They were manned so badly 
that, in the absence of prompt re- 
lief, they would havo fallen easy vic- 
tims to the advancing ice floe, nearly 
30 miles In width and rising 16 feet 
above the surface of the water. Their. 
danger would have been as great as] 
if they had remained on tho deck of 
the broken hull, and if the sea had 
risen these toy targets with over 700 
exhausted people would have been 
helplessly tossed 
about 
upon 
the 
wa\es without food or water. 
"One witness swore that two of the 
three stewards In her boat admitted 
that they had never had an oar in 
their hands before and did not even 
Tcnow what the oarlock was for. The 
lifeboats were filled so indifferently 
and lowered so quickly that, accord- 
ing to the 
uncontradicted evidence, 
nearly 500 people 
were 
needlessly 


sacrificed to want of orderly disci- 
pline in loading the few that were 
provided. And yet it is said by some 
well-meaning persons that the best 
of discipline 
prevailed. 
If 
this is 


discipline what would have been' dis- 
order? 


ACCUSTOMED TO COMMAND. 
"Among the passengers were many 
strong men who 
had 
been 
accus- 


tomed to command, whose lives had 
marked every avenue 
of endeavoi, 
and whose business experience anu 
military 
training 
especially fitted 
thein for such an emergency. These 
were rudely silenced and forbidden 
to speak, as was the president of this 
company, but junior officers, a few of 
whom, I regret to say, availed them- 
selves of the first opportunity to leave 
tho ship. Some of the men, to whom 
had been entrusted the care of pas- 
sengers, never reported to their offi- 
cial stations, and quickly deserted the 
ship with a recklessness and Indiffer- 
ence to the responsibilities of their 
positions as culpable and amazing as 
It Is Impossible 
to 
believe 
And 
some of these men say they 'laid by' 
In their partially filled lifeboats and 
listened to the cries of distress 'un- 
til the noise quieted down' and sur- 
veyed from a safe distance the un- 
selfish men and women and faithful 
fellow 
officers and 
seamen, 
-whose 


heroism lightens up this tragedy and 
recalls the noblest traditions of the 
sea." 


Tributes to the valor of Phillips

In flying the rates for public service 


in lighting heating and v ater supplj 
the council has come against a new <jiu<j 
in the city charter of a sulous natun. 
and has asked for a caioful inuipre- 
tation of the section from the citj at- 
toinej in the hope that the slsnificincc 
attached to the language of the

organic act bj tho corporation attoiiicjb 
ma.> be found to be at f-.uk

mlssloners> were informed by corpoi uion 
council at a special session yebterdas 
afternoon that the charter p>o\ldBs. that 
the tity shall establish not only <i maxi- 
mum but a minimum rates for service 
and that lates charged by all companies 
for the samo kind of service must be uni- 
form 


This will mean that if the council 


fixes the gas and electric rates on the 
basis of data, submitted by tho Pacific 
Gafa and Electric company ^onsumors 
recenlng a lower late from Competing 
companies will be depmed of this ad- 
\antage and the competing companies 
will be forced to chaige as high a rate 
as that allowed the Pacific Gas and Elec- 
tric.

MINIMUM AND MAXIMUM 


City Attorney Ben F Woolner will at

companies must conform to the same 
scale and no company may be allowed 
to offer rates below that established by

If this opinion is accepted and endorsed 


by the city attorney it -will mean that a 
section of the city charter has success- 
fully abolished all competition among riv- 
al companies In Oakland, and that if 
there is any advantage to tre consumer 
from competition" among the corporations 
In the same business, that advantage will 
no lo'nger e-dst- 
City Expert F M Ray ex-plained to 


the council yesterday that as a result 
of competition tha rates now in exis- 
tence for eloctricitv were lower than tnej 
should be to give an adequate return to 
the company 
As the rates charged by 


the Pacific Gas and Electric company arc 
in some instances higher than those of 
the Central Oakland Light and Powui 
company, Ray explained that this com- 
pany Is actually charging rates which do 
not provide for the cost of maintenance 
and operation much less pay Interest on 
the investment 
But the important point in connect on 


with the difference in the rates which 
was brought about through competition, 
is that if the interpretation given by 
Charles E Snook, counsel for the Pa-

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Invasion of San Diego. 


The telegraph says that 200 Industrial Workers of the World 


have started to walk from Los Angeles to San Diego. Why are 
these men going on foot to a place where members of their organ 
izalion are already in conflict with the authorities and in open 
hostility to the great body of San Diego's inhabitants? 
Surely 


they do not expect to get work in San Diego in the present pos 
ture of affairs. They are not looking for work; they have no bus 
iness in San Diego, and do not expect to get employment when 
they arrive there. 


Why, then, are they going? They are trouble-makers look- 


ing for trouble.- Under pretense of going to San Diego to vindi- 
cate the right of free speech, they propose to invade the town 
and if possible override its ordinances. They propose to array 
themselves in hostility to the authorities to the law and to the 
wishes of the great mass of the legitimate inhabitants. 
It is 


their aim to bring on a clash with the law with the object of 
bringing about the law's own undoing. 


Preservation of order is the primary purpose and function of 


the law. The I. W. W. first defy and attack the law and then de- 
mand that the agencies and ministers of the law shall assist them 
in tearing down the law and defying its constituted authorities. 
Disorder is claiming the right to use the machinery of order for 
the protection of disturbers and the promotion of riot and dis- 
turbance. 


The invasion from Los Angeles is for a purpose hostile to the 


peace and order of San Diego. It is hostile to the law and to its 
ministers. It is an attempt of an army of non-resident and no- 
madic idlers and disturbers to so overwhelm and encumber the 
machinery of the law that if will break down. These invaders 
are making war on society. What is society going to do about it? 


Recently the city of Paris offered ?41,000,<TOO municipal bonds 


for sale by public subscription. The bonds were subscribed 
eighty times over in a fortnight. That is, the city of Paris wanted 
to borrow $41,000,000 at a low rate of interest and was offered 
the enormous sum of $3,280,000,000. All the offers were from 
citizens of France. Such a thing could happen in no other coun-. 
try. It is a striking evidence of the wealth of the French nation 
and the strength of the public credit in France. When the gov- 
ernment of France wants to borrow money it never appeals to 
bankers, but offers its bonds to the people at a flat price. Every 
bond issue is subscribed many times over by the people. In con- 
sequence the public debt of France is owed exclusively to the 
French people and the government can get all the money it wants 
at any time. 


The Insurrection in Cuba. 


The insurrection in Cuba is in reality a race war. It is the 


culmination of years of agitation on the part of the colored people 
to obtain the recognition they demand in the affairs of govern- 
ment. One-third of the inhabitants of Cuba are Negroes, who 
have complained ever since the present government was formed 
that-they are discriminated against in filling the offices and posi- 
tions of trust. No Negro holds a responsible position in the civil 
or-military Service, though many colored men hold minor offices. 


Broadly speaking, the Negroes claim that they are entitled 


to a proportionate number of_all the offices un^sstTis govern- 
ment. "We constitute one-third of the people of this republic, 
they say, "and we-are entitled to one-thi*3 of the offices—not 
one-third of the petty jobs, but of the positions of real import- 
ance and which pay good salaries." They contend that so long 
as this demand is not complied with they are denied an equal 
voice in the administration of public affairs, that they are not 
allowed to exert any influence in the policy and conduct of the 
government. 
For this reason, they assert, the interests of the 


colored people are neglected. 


It is the, old complaint of a minority composed of a race dif- 


ferent°and alien to the majority. It is the cry of Ham against 
the oppressions of his masters. Doubtless the Cuban Negroes 
are extravagant in their demands, but there is a real grievance 
behind theit complaints. In Cuba, as elsewhere, the whites as- 
sume the right to rule. They are in the majority, and they want 
the offices of honor and profit for themselves. 
In Cuba social 


prejudice against the Negro is not nearly as strong as it is in the 
United States, but political prejudice is strong enough to exclude 
the blacks from actual direction of governmental affairs. Only 
whites are elevated to places of real power and influence. 


But it is not clear that the blacks can gain anything by their 


attempt to overturn the government. Their revolt is an attempt 
to subvert the authority of the majority. They complain of be- 
ing the victims of a race government, and propose to redress 'the 
wrong by substituting a counter race government. They propose 
that a black minority shall by force rule the white majority. The 
scheme is childishly impossible, for the whites own nine-tenths 
of the property and control all the business and banking interests 
of the country; they are the'merchants, planters and manufac- 
turers—the educated dominant class. Hence the Negroes are in 
revolt against property rights and vested interests as well as 
the majority of the Cuban population. Some of the wilder spirits 
among them demand a division of the lands, while others dream 
of establishing a black republic such as exists in Hayti. 
Only 


igr.^T""^ vi-aionnripq could fhprish fhiq idpn, hut- thf1 nprnrnpsi 
Hayti to Cuba makes it appear plausible enough to an impression- 
able and uninformed people. Citizens of foreign nations own a 
vast amount of property in Cuba and their governments will not 
permit this property to be destroyed or confiscated. 


If the Negroes in Cuba cannot out-vote the whites we do not 


see how they are to get the share of the offices they claim to be 
justly theirs nor the legislation which they demand as essential 
to the welfai-e of their race. It is hard enough for black men to 
jet their rights when opposed by a minority of whites, the task 
is impossible when the opposing whites are in a large majority, 
as thcv are in Cuba. In a race \var the weaker vessel is sure to 
be broken.

The Real Fish and Game Hogs. 


Are the streams of California stocked Avith fish at the expense 


of the State to supply food, and incidentally sport, for the gen- 
eral community or is the stocking done for the exclusive benefit 
and pleasure of hotel-keepers and amateur fishermen? 


This is a question that is pressing for an answer. Before 


very long the issue must be decided one way or another. 


In Placer county, which takes in a strip of Lake Tahoe, the 


hotel-keepers have undertaken to prosecute men for catching 
trout during the month of May. The State law says it is lawful 
to catch trout with hook and line after the first of May, but the 
hotel season on Lake Tahoe does not open till the first of June. 
Therefore the resprt-keepers on the lake have induced the Super- 
visors of Placer county to pass an ordinance prohibiting the 
catching of trout in the lake till June first, the time for opening 
their resorts. They have undertaken to override a State law 
with a county ordinance. 


The real object is to prevent men from catching trout to sell 


in the market. The resort-keepers want the tiout the State 
plants and protects in Lake Tahoe and its affluences reserved for 
the sport of their patrons. They would deprive all people who do 
not visit the lake of the right to buy and eat trout. 'For that rea- 
son they are attempting to put men in jail for catching and sell- 
ing trout under the conditions prescribed by the statutes of the 
State. 


Their contention is in line with all the legislation ostensibly 


for fish and game protection enacted in recent years. The aim, 
it appears, is to make game and fish—trout especially—the ex- 
clusive possession of a privileged few. No attention is paid to 
the rights of the general community who are taxed to pay the ex- 
pense of hatching fish and stocking streams. A market hunter 
or fisherman is treated as an outlaw. He is in the same category 
in California that a poacher was in England a hundred years ago. 


At the last session of the Legislature an effort was made to 


get through a law making it a penal offense for any person to sell 
wild ducks and for any hotel or restaurant-keeper to serve them 
to guests. A law on the statute books at present forbids hotel 
and restaurant-keepers to serve quail. A hunter can give away 
quail that he has killed, but if he sells them he subjects himself 
to fine and imprisonment. Resort owners would like the Legisla- 
ture to make it a penal offense to sell venison or serve it in hotels 
and restaurants. Anything to prevent the public from getting 
game or trout without paying tribute to some resort-keeper or 
the owner of some game preserve. 


Our whole system of fish and game protection is devised and 


administered on the theory that the common people have no 
rights in fish and game. The law is made an instrument of ty- 
ranny in the interest of special privilege. It is employed not so 
much to preserve game, but reserve it exclusively for certain 
classes who constitute only a fraction of the total population. 
Year by year the rights of the public are being restricted, and if 
these restrictions continue it will soon become a question whether 
it is worth while to stock the streams and protect the game when 
the mass of the people are denied the use of either.

In pushing Orozco back from Torreon to Chihuahua General 


Huerta proved himself the superior commander in strategy and 
method, but his victory at Rellano was mainly due to the superior 
range of service of his artillery. Urozco's lorce was about equal 
in number to Huerta's and well entrenched in a naturally strong 
position, but the Federal commander drove him out with compar- 
atively little loss. He had longer range guns and better guns 
than Orozco, and he stood off and hammered the latter's trenches 
till they were untenable. He stationed his batteries out of ef- 
fective range of the insurgent ^uns, and .poured in a stream of 
fire until Orozco cou\d no longer hold his position. His men were 
being slaughtered without being able to do any damage to their 
opponents. Huerta did not at any time risk an assault, but drove 
the insurgents from their works by a terrific cannonade lasting 
twenty-lour hours. He wasieu un enormous amount of ammuni- 
tion, but lost very few men. Tne result of his tactics is high tes- 
timony to the efficiency of artillery in modern warfare. Rapid- 
fire, high-power field guns are today a more potent arm than 
artillery ever was.

Twenty-mst htiec-t, Oakland, and I ought 
to be out of prison to look after it. The 
pioperty is worth $10,000 and Judge Prick 
cUIms he has a trust deed for it but he 
hasn't. He only has a lien on the cottage 
and not on all tho property. 


"During my trial. Judge Ogden came 


to me and said in a gruff and guttural 
tone.

TURNER'S LETTER. 


Tho correspondence follows: 


To the Council of the City of Oakland. 
Gentlemen: I transmit herewith a sup- 
plementary report of Acting Superlntend- 
' cnt Tudhope of the electrical department 
' In regard to bids for street lighting for 


' the ensuing year. 
I •mas greatly surprised at Mr. Gregg's 
'letter, as he -had told me, once In the 
council chamber and again when he called 
at my office, that hla firm did not expect 
or caro for any street light contract, and 
deemed more concerned oh the occasion 
of his visit to hiy office In regard to a 
mistake in the form of his bid than re- 
specting the contract. Itself. • For this 
reason and for the reason that I then 
believed that his bid was invalid by reason 
of Its not being sworn to, I did not per- 
sonally canvass the bids very carefully, 
but merely read the report of the su- 
perintendent of the .electrical department. 
However, upon consulting with Mr. "Wool- 
ner I learned that the supposed defect, 
' which In the past has caused the rejec- 
tion of many bids, has been held by the 
supreme court In some late decision to 
not be fatal if the bidder has actually 
'appeared before the notary. 


Now, 
as to the bid as compared with 


the Pacific Gas and Electric Company's 
bid. The total gross amount Involved Is 
about sixty-five1 hundred dollars per an- 
num, 
or less than flve~per cent of the 
total.gross amount of the lighting bill of 
the city. There was competition in seven 
Horns - only out of a total of. twenty- 
one called for iri this one district. 
Of--the 
.'seven the Central Oakland Company was 


"• -the lower In three, the Pacific Gas .and 
Electric' Company was'the lower'In three 
'and. the.bids were the same in one. For 
the greater volume of lighting, in this dis- 
trict, to wit, the electroliers, and alao for 
electric power, the Central Oakland Light 
and Power Company: did not,bid at all. 
Of the' three items that the Central Oak- 
land- Company was the lower on, one 
•Involves a total savins of eight cents 
•per month, and one, namely, the price bid 
for Tungsten «lamps per hour, involves 


' a saving of about sis dollars p.er month 


with tho present installation in the dls- 


• :trict.' The item that the Central Oakland 
'Company particularly wishes awarded to 
It is that of A. C. arc lamps per hour. 
There are ninety-four of these lamps in 
the district, and this bid on the hour 
basis was asked for by Mr. Babcock, to- 


'• jrether'iwith bids on a moonlight 'schedule 
• and oh arl all-night schedule; in order to 
see whether or not it were possible to 
make a saving by this method. In this 
last item the Central Light and Power 
Company bi<3 totals 11.41 per month, the 
"pwer for all 94 lamps, or 1% cents each./, 
J,pn the fifteenth of April the Central 
ajclaiiQ "Curiijia'riy !r. a letter asked to 
have the specifications changed and bids 
re-advertised 
for, and it will be seen 
from their letter that; the. special thing 
that apparently they were after was the 
electrolier lighting, which is the principal 
cost in this district. As a matter of fact, 
thev have not Jaid at all on: the elec- 
troliers and the city jost the advantage 
at tKat time of expected competition of 
much larger magnitude from the Great 
Western Power Company,-who announced 
lit., the .time that the bids .were, presented 
that they would not bid on a' one-year 
contract.' Tho total saving effected by. the 
acceptance of all. the items that nominally 
the Central Oakland Company is-.lower In 


—v would not much more than equal the 
Yextra printing bill that the city has al- 
t ready paid fov re-advertising the bids In 
Accordance with tho request of the Cen- 
tral Oakland. Company. 
.; 
.GREAT DISADVANTAGE. 


Of scours* the" great disadvantage of 
awarding any nSw company this contract 
Is the annoyancd. to the property, owners 
of,,additional.poles, <xs the Central Oak- 
land .Company .would have to set qiilto a 
nujnber of oxtra poles for this service. 
• :'.In view of Mr. Tudhope's flsrure's show- 
')nfj tho Insignificance of any possible, sav- 
.'lugs by awarding It to the'Central Oak- 
land Light and Power Company, and on 
.the' other'hand.-tlie Incidental, expense of 
accounting- and supervising two compan- 
ies, instead of one, and more especially the 
annoyance and disadvantage to the pub- 
lic of a, number of additional poles on the 
Ifetr'eets, and also In view-of what Mr. 
/I/ettch told 'Mr. Tutlhope In regard to 
•reducing his .bid. for electric, lighting and 
-bower, which would further,reduce the 
•lighting hill b'y about a thousand dol- 
•lars for tho year. I repeat the recom- 


mendation heretofore made that the con- 
tract ba awarded to the Pacific Gas and 
Electric Company. 


In my opinion thera are only two ways 


by which real competition can be had in 
lighting public streets; one is the method 
adopted by Santa Rosa In their recent 
competition, which is to let a contract 
for a long period of time. This Is im- 
possible in Oakland at present under our 
city charter. 
Ths other method is that 


of the city owning its own distributing 
system and contracting- for 'the current 
only. This is the method that San Fran- 
cisco has adopted for the operation of Its 
municipal street car line on Geary street. 
I have had preliminary figures made of 
the cost of a distributing system, and Mr. 
Babcock had the whole matter under 
consideration at the time ho was taken 
sick, and I hope soon to bring the natter 
to your attention for discussion. There 
are now three corporations in Oakland 
which would bid for furnishing power— 
the Pacific Gas and Electric Company, 
the Greut Western Power Company and 
the Central Oakland Light and Power 
Company, 
It Is not a long distance to 
reach tho lines of the Sierra and San 
Francisco Power Company, and I notice 
in the daily papers that the Oro Electrie 
Corporation Is about to extend a line to 
Alameda county. In addition to this, the 
City of Alameda is about to enlarge its 
municipal power plant, and I have no 
doubt that arrangements could be made 
with the City of Alameda for a supply of 
current, as there is a considerable saving 
in generating power in a large volume 
over that of a number of smaller plants. 
If we had our own municipal distributing 
system, and these corporations should not 
bid a- fair price for current, we could 
always, at the worst, build our own' plant 
and go into the electric lighting business 
wholesale, as many other cities do. In 
the end it is probable that this may be 
done, as the nuisance of a forest of poles 
belonging to many corporations Is becom- 
ing more and more annoying and a sub- 
ject that we should take up In the near 
future, unless the corporations themselves 
work It out - as they . have done in Los 
Angles. .

HAVE had many letters asking for my advice and 
suggestions for the cure of self-consciousness. One 
young girl complains of shyness in company; that 
she fears to hear her own voice. . Her photograph, 
which she sent me, is extremely pretty, but she 
has a frightened look in her eyes. She says that 


when boys tell her she is pretty she becomes so embarrassed 
that she can't speak, and they walk away disgusted or afraid 
of her. Her mother pays no attention to her distress, for, as 
she says: ''I lost a little sister a year ago and my mother 
spends all of her time mourning her loss to her immediate 
neighbors, and will not be bothered with her living child." 
The opposite of all spiritual teachings! To this little woman 
and to all self-conscious persons I will say that self-conscious- 
ness is an abnormal consciousness of the outer self, to the 
neglect of the inner self—mind. 
The discomfort is no less 


whether the person is distressed about her hat, hair, dress or 
shoes or about a deformity of body or failure to please. In all 
cases the point of view is distorted. 


When you realize that the kingdom of heaven is within, or 


to simplify it, the state of well-being is within (it may be deep 
down and apparently non-existent, but it is there), from the 
moment you find it you will discover that your outward ap- 
pearance is only a reflection of-your inner thoughts and you 
will set to cultivating mind in preference to the body. Of 
muscular relaxation I have written a great deal, also about 
deep, full breathing, but nothing can be accomplished by hur- 
ry and agitation. The principle of inhaling and exhaling can 
be used in the case of fear and timidity. To cure this unhap-« 
py condition some work must be taken up, and if not fully 
accomplished, at least worked at until true interest in it ab-. 
sorbs you so that you can make it a subject for conversation 
with knowledge of'its fundamental principles. Absolute knowl- 
edge of any subject is sufficient to make you interesting to 
some one, or many.

know that it is fear alone that makes her" self-conscious, for 
her letter was sincere, well-written, wellcomposed and an 
earnest plea for help, proving absolute ability to think and ex- 
press herself in writing. 
Remember, you are handicapping 


your success when you think fear.

The reply took the form of a set of 


resolutions giving: the reasons why the 
ordinance proposed by Pedgrift should 
not be passed by the city council. The 
statement of reasons was 
prepared 


and introduced by Commissioner 
of 


Public 
Woiks Harrj 
S. Anderson, 


against whom the attack was directed 
with the greatest virulence. 


A second resolution was passed di- 


recting that a copy of the statement 
be forwarded to Pedgritt, thus corn- 
Dieting the formal reply of the council 
io Pedgrift's declaration that he would 
commence 
proceedings to have 
a 


special election called to have his pro- 
posed ordinance submitted to thu peo- 
ple. 


Pedgrift has now three months, ac- 


cording to section 166 of the charter, 
In which to obtain 15 per cent of tho 
qualified electors to make an Initiative 
election mandatory upon the council. 


The reasons presented by the coun- 


cil in reply to Pedgrift as to why' no 
change should be made In the present 
ordinance ai*e as follows: 


The Council's Statement of Rea- 


sons why Ordinance Proposed 
by James H. Pedgrift Should 
Not Be Adopted. 
Work of preparing 
plans Is 


progressing rapidly and satisfac- 
torily under an ordinance which 
experience has proved to be com- 
plete and ample to secure the re- 
sults required and to protpct the 
Interests of the people of the city. 


The' only difference 
between 


the proposed oidinunce and the 
ordinance- now in force Is: 


First—That tb.9 proposed ordi- 


nance places an unreasonable and 
arbitrary, and in all probabilitj-, 
an 
unconstitutional 
restriction 


upon the time an architect must 
maintain his office in'Oakland be- 
fore he can do work-for the city. 


Second—It undertakes the im- 


possible task 
of 
amending tho 


charter by means of an ordinance 
delegating to the council certain 
powers and duties of the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works. 


Third—It would 
change 
the 


method of progress payments, but 
this would have no effect because 
ot the extent to which the work 
has already progressed. 


Fourth—^It purports to elimi- 


nate certain experts: no saving Is 
thereby made, since the 'matter 
of appointing experts is now leu 
to the discretion of tho council; 
no such experts have 
been 
ap- 


pointed, and .probably, none will 
be appointed. 


Its adoption would deify com- 


pletion of school buildings ond 
auditorium, and would result in 
financial loss to the city.

POLE LINES 


Woolner Decides City Has No 


Right to Compel Public 


Service Bodies. 


City Attorney Ben P. Woolner filed an 


opinion with the city council this morning 
that tho council cannot force corpora- 
tions to clear weeds from street curbs 
adjoining poles used by the company. 


The opinion is offered In response to 


a request from1 the city council, sugeestea 
by Commissioner of Public "Works Harry 
S. Anderson, In connection wilh the "city 
beautiful movement." 


The text of the opinion follows: 


May 28. 1912. 


To the honorable, the city council of the 


city of Oakland. 


Gentlemen: In reply to communication 


of the 
city council by resolution No. 


537, N. S., as to whether public service 
corporations can be compelled to clear 
sidewalks of weeds, beg to advise an 
follows: 


Any attempt to force public service 


corporations to remove weeds along tho 
line.of Its poles would seem to' be an at- 
tempt to enforce an unreasonable reg- 
ulation, in as much as the responsibility 
for the removal of such weeds has al- 
ready been placed upon the owner o» 
occupant of the property adjacent 
to 


such sidewalks where weeds are growing, 
by the passage of ordinance No. 
1626, 


which !s still In effect. 


A corporation has no control over tho 


sidewalks along the lines of its poles ex- 
cept to erect and maintain poles in ac- 
cordance with the terms of its franchise, 
nor does the 
corporation 
own the ad- 


jacent property. 


It would Seem proper to construe or- 


dinance No. 1020, to Include corporations 
as well as private persons, but such a 
construction would not permit the coun- 
cil to compel public sen-ice corporations 
to remove weeds along the lines of its 
poles, but would plac the corporation in 
the same position as any person. 
Such 


a construction would permit the council 
to compel the removal of weeds in front 
of a building used for an office, or other- 
wise occupied by a corporation. 


The rem.oval of weeds," however, would 


seem to be amply covered by ordinance 
No. 1626, already refeired to. 
Sectfoa 


1 of that ordinance provides: 


"It fs hereby declared to be unlawful 


for any person having the control, pos- 
session or ownership of any lot of land 
within the limits of the city of Oakland, 
to permit or allovr the sidewalk in front 
of said lot of land to become obstructed 
by weeds, grass or 
other 
vegetable 


growth In such manner as to deface 
the sidewalk, impede travel or menace 
the public safety in the matter of fire." 


Section 2 provides a. maximum penalty 


of J100.00 In event of refusal to comply 
•with the terms thereof.
